Claims 12-17 are method claims linking the methods of Groups I and II; these 
claims would be examined with Group I or Group II if either of those groups is elected. 

The inventions of Groups l-lll above are distinct for the following reasons: 

The methods of Groups I and II are mutually distinct subcombinations that could 
be used separately -- an auxiliary power unit could be operated using one of the 
claimed temperature and speed control methods without necessarily using the other. 

The methods of Groups I and II are also distinct from the apparatus of Group III 
because either of the methods could be practiced with a materially different apparatus. 
Each "correcting mechanism" recited in the claimed apparatus constitutes an auto- 
mated control device, whereas, many of the corresponding steps in the claimed 
method(s) could be performed manually using simplified apparatus without automated 
control devices. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and require 
separate classification and/or divergent fields of search, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
